‘—DEFIED THE GUESTS OF 
THE ALEXANDER HOTEL 


The Elder McJunkins a Prominent 
Physician of Toccoa, Ga., Re- 
ceives Painful Injuries. 
John McJunkins Carried 
to Police Barracks. 


With his mind crazed after long illness 
end while two stout policemen were carry- 
ing him last night from his room on the 
second floor of the Alexander hotel, John 
McJunkins, a 19-year-old youth of Toccoa, 
Ga., kicked his father down the steps of 
the hotel and onto the Marietta street 
sidewalk. The elder McJunkirs, a promi- 
ment physician of Toccoa, sustained pain- 
ful and perhaps serious injuries. The in- 
sane youth was carried to police bar- 
racks, where he will be confined until 
some disposition is made of his case. Dr. 
McJunkins received a bad gash on the 
head and was otherwise bruf{sed. In- 
stead of accompanying his son to police 
barracks, it was found necessary to re- 
move him to a room of the hotel, where 
his injuries were attended to. 

' Insanity Develops. 

The mind of young McJunkins was un- 
balanced as the result of a sick spell. He 
had been ill for several weeks at his home 
in Toccoa and two or three days ago 
signs of insanity began to develop. It 
was then decided to bring him to Atlanta 
for treatment in a private sanitarium, 
which was done yesterday morning. The 
young man was accompanied by his 
father and two ‘brothers. 

They registered at the Alexander hotel 
until arrangements could be made for the 
treatment of young McJunkins. He ap- 
peared to be somewhat restless during the 

and was continually writing out tele- 
rams to his mother and other persons in 
oecoa. He stated that he expeeted to 
receive $25,000 last night. After the supper 
hour Dr. McJunkins and his other sons 
left the hotel, leaving the sick boy there. 

Between 8 and 9 o’clock he became 
violent and the propsietor of the ‘hotel 
and others tried to quiet him. Their ef- 
forts were futile and finally McJunkins 
seized a piece of scantling and struck at 
Mr. Alexander. A message was then sent 
to Patrolman Belding on Marietta street 
and the police station was also notified. 
Call Officers Doyal-and Tibbs responded. 
Officer Belding preceded them. 

Officers Are Defied. 

When the officers reached the hotel Mc- 
Jvunkins was backed up in a corner in the 
rear of the hallway and defied anybody 
to touch him. He declared that he would 
> ghoot the man that laid hands on him. 
He had no weapon, however. Doyal and 
Tibbs realized that they -had a difficuit 
job .on their hands and without losing 
any time, rushed forward and caught the 
young man by the arms. He resisted and 
struggled vigorously to release himself. 
Although having been sick for some time, 
his crazed condition rendered him power- 
ful and he cowtinued to resist until the 
officers finally overpowered him and 
Dblaced handcuffs on his wrists. 

Before the three officers arrived the 
father and other sons returned to the ho- 
tel. One of the brothers who weighs con- 
siderably more than young McJunkins, 
was attacked and thrown to the floor. 

The patrol wagon was summoned and 
Doyal and Tibbs started out with Mc- 
Junkins between them, each one holding 
to an arm. Dr. McJunkins started down 
the steps in front of them and remarked, 
“I will go down there with you, John.” 

No sooner had he uttered the words 
than the boy, totally unconscious of his 

‘pet, raised himself from the floor on the 
arms of the two officers and before his 
intentions were realized, kicked his father 
in the back with both feet. 

Dr. McJunkins fell headlong down the 
steps and rolled over and over several 
times, landing out on the sidewalk on 
Marietta street. 

At the police station the young man re- 
peatediy asked to be allowed to send a 


telegram to his mother. He was closely. 


watched while being searched, but offered 
no further resistance. He was placed in 
the ‘“‘slick’’ cell Which is perfectly bare, to 
prevent his doing possible injury to him- 
self. Further steps will probably be taken 
In the case this morning. : 

His condition is pathetic and aroused 
great sympathy. It is hoped that proper 
treatment will soon restore his reason.

Clyde, N. Y., May 2.—New York Cen- 
tral fast mail train west bound collided 
with a fast freight going in the oppo- 
site direction a quarter of a mile west of 
the station here at 5 p. m., killing the 
engineer and fireman of the mail train 
and seriously injuring thirteen mail 
clerks.

President Roosevelt Will Take

Republicans Are Alarmed at the Out- 
look and Hope That the Presi- 
dent Will Be Able To Save 
Party by Spellbind- 
ing.

Washington, May 2.—(Special.)—Aic- 
cording to gossip in republican circles 
President Roosevelt has consented to 
make several speeches in the coming 
congressional campaign. 

This announcement is accompanied by 
the declaration that it is because the 
prospects of the party are so bright that 
the president has determined to take 
this unusual step, but, that’sounds very 
much like an absurdity. The fact is the 
president and his advisers are not a 
little disturbed | at the outlook and cer- 
tain of the administration politicians 
have urged that he make = several 
speeches for two reasons. One of these 
is the belief that such speeches, com- 
manding as.they will, the attention of 
the entire country, will help the con- 
gressional candidates and the other is 
that it will give the president an op- 
portunity to strengthen himself with the 
party in some parts of the coyntry where 
he is in need ef strength. 

It ia also a part of the gossip that 
some of these speeches will be made dur- 
ing a trip through the south. As stated 
in The Constitution some time ago the 
president says he is going to Atlanta in 
the near future and ft is possible that 
Atlanta !s one of the points for which 
an address, which is bound to be polit- 
fical in its nature, is scheduled? This 
‘southern trip will be taken some ttme 
during the early fall when the congres- 
sional campaign is hot. 


SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST. 


That Law Obtains in Railroad Law, 
Says Hill. 

Chicago, May 2.—‘‘I believe in the sur- 
vival of the fittest in the rallroad world, 
the same as I do in all nature and affaire 
of men. It is the natural law, and tts 
operation is as inevitable as the origin- 
al sin of man”’ 

This is ene of the things that James J. 
Hill said tonight in response to a ques- 
tion regarding his opinion of the goverr- 
ment’s attempt to control railroaad rates 
through the medium of injunctions, {s- 
sued by the United States circuit court. 
The connection between the reply and 
the subject was soon made pbain by the 
celebrated railroad magnate and finan- 
cier He explained that the injunction 
method of attemptng to cure the evils 
that affect the traffic and transporta- 
tion world was simply a subterfuge anda 
futile attempt to arrest the progress of the 
natural law of the survival of the fittest. 

“Has not the community of interests 
effectually arrested the operation of that 
law?’ was asked, 

“There is no such thing as the com- 
munity of interests. That jis tre merest 
rot and twaddle, a term originated and 
employed by the press of the country. The 
only community of interest that can or 
ever will exist 1s the community of in- 
terest between the shipper and the rail- 
roads.”’ | 

Mr. Hill forcibly declared that pooling 
was infamous in any form. 


INDIANS CALLED TO MEET. 


A Revolution in Tribal Affairs Pre- 
dicted in Consequence. 

Ardmore, I. Ty, May 2.—Representative 
members of the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
tribe of Indians, among them Richard 
McLish, F. Finis Fox and Loute Seeley, 
dissatisfied with several provisions in the 
new supplementary agreement, hmve ts- 
sued a call for a convention to be held 
at Tishomingo on May 9 for the purpose 
of discussing the treaty énd taking such 
steps as will insure its rejection when 
voted upon by the Chickasaw and Choc- 
taw legislature. The call states that the 
eereements mark a great depurture frorn 
the Atoka agreement and its provisions, 
it is asserted, are calculated to bring 
about a great revolution in tribal affairs.

Brilliant New York Congressman 
Dies in Baltimore Hospital,

Cause of Death Was Pneumonia, In- 
cident to an Operation—Mr. Cum- 
mings Has Been Famous for 
Years as a Newspa- 
per Man. 


Baltimore, May. 2.—Congressman Amos 
J. Cummings, of New York, died at 10:50 
o'clock tonight at Christ Church home 
in this city. The cause of death was 
pnéumonia, incident to-an operation. 

The congressman’s- wife and son, 
Charles H. Cummings, were at his bed- 
side when death came. m 

Congressman Cummings came to Bal- 
timore on April 11 to undergo treatment 
for kidney trouble. Four days later an 
operation was performed by Dr. Hugh 
H. Young and Cummings seemed to be 
on a fair way to recovery. A week later, 
however, pleurisy developed and on April 
% it was announced that Mr. Cummings 
was suffering from pneumonia in one 
lung. Last. Tuesday it was amnounced 
that the malady had extended ‘tq both 


lungs, since which <drie Ain. Cummings. 


had been ‘hovering between life and 


death. ) { 


Amos J. Cummings was born at Conk- 
ling, Broome county, N. Y., May 15, 184~. 
His father, Moses Cummings, was Aa 
clergymen of the Christian sect and, ed- 
itor of The Christian Herald and Mes- 
senger. In his father’s office Amcs 
learned to set type. and became a jour- 
neyman printer. Starting in New York 
city, he earned his living at the case in 
nearly every state of the .union. 

In 18357 he was with the Walker ex- 
pedition at Mobile and was captured Dy 
Commodore Davis on the Quaker Clty. 
During the civil war he was sergeant ma- 
jor in the Twenty-sixth New Jersey In- 
fantry. After the war he was engaged 
on The New York Tribune,.in which of- 
fice he was night editer, afterwards city 
and political editor. In 1868 he became 
managing editor of The New York’ Sun, 
but resigned in 1873, because of ill-he@lith. 
In 1876 he assumed the managing editor- 
ship of The New York Express, at John 
Kelly's. request, but resigned because of 
Kelly's host{lity to Tilden and returned 
to The Sun. For two terms he was pres- 
ident of the New York Press Club. 

In 1886 he was elected to the fiftieth 
congress from the sixth,’ or Wall street 
district. In 1887 he started The Evening 
Sun and ran its circulation up to 100,000 
in a short time. He deciined a renomina- 
tion to congress In <4s88, because of ina- 
bility to afford campaign assessments, but 
on 8S. 8. Cox's death, in the ninth district, 
he was elected to the vacancy and was 
reelected in 1890 to the fifty-second con- 
gress. Mr. Cummings.won a national 
reputation as a newspaper correspondent 
and was a brilliant and useful congress- 
man. He was fearless as a journalist 
and gallant as a soldier. His Washington 
letters for a syndicate were famous anid 
were printed in nearly every state of the 
union. In congress he held important 
c“mmittee positicns. He was alwavs 4 
champion of labor measuree and held 
membership in the New York Typ ers ph- 
ical Union, No. 6, up to his death.

The ¢evelation was made late this af- 
ternoon that the crash in Webb etock 
was nothing. more than a part of the 
International Power trouble. 


Loans Are Called. 

It ts stated on the authority of a large 
bank, which handied accounts for -all 
parties concerned, that many of the men 
in the International Power pool were 
loaded with Dr. Webb's securities, and 
vice versa. The cause of the crash in 
Dr. Seward Webb's securities this after- 
noon wag the calling of the leans made 
on them by  .teust.. 
banks have refused to loan large sums 
on these securities, but the trust compa- 
mies accommodated them. 

Rutland railwas,. stock, of which Dr. 
Webb is president, dropped 20 points. St. 
Lawrence and Adirondack dropped ‘0 
points. On the “‘curb,’”’ where hig indus- 
trial stocks have been the backbone of 
the market for months, there wes prac- 
tically a p° nic. 

Hackensack Meadows, which sold yes- 
terday at 80, was at one time 15 bid, 16 
asked. The last sale was, at 70. 

Dominion Securities, which sold yester- 
day at 118%, was 60 bid, 118 asked, and no 
sales. 

Storage Power, which was at 14 three 
days ago, was offered at 5, with no bid. 

North American Lumber and Pulp, Dr. 
Webb's latest Industrial, sold yesterday 
at 30 and was today 10 bid, 38 asked, with 
no e#ales. 

Brokers in Trouble. 

Tne brokerage house of Offenbach & 
Moore has been the recognized represen- 
tative on the stock exchange of most, if 
not all, of the Webb properties. Early 
in the afternoon it became known that 
the firm was experiencing scme difficulty 
in meeting its obligations. Complaints 
had been made by other stock exchange 
firms of Offenbach & Moore were back- 
ward in their stock deliveries. Among 
those who complained was J. M. Leopold. 


Keppler, of the stock exchange, immedi- 
ately after the market closed. Mr. Koep- 
pler at once conferred with Offenbach & 
Moore and subsequently declared that 
the situation was less grave-vthan }¢9 
had been led to belleve. He did not de- 
ny that the firm had been in trouble. 
Conditions as they then existed, Mr. 
Keppler said, called for no action, either 
official or unofficial. Later in the day a 
representative of Mr. Moore made this ex- 
planation: 

“We paid a very large lot of ‘curb’ 
stock; in fact, we have been recently the 
largest dealers in ‘curb’ securities. It so 
happened that we were unable to swing 
ourselves, because of the stringency in 
the money market. The-trouble is over 
now, and we expect to go ahead.” 

Arthur L. Meyer is an officer in sev- 
eral of the Webb companies. He has been 
prominent in the stock manipulation in 
some of them, notably Hackensack, Mead- 
ows and Dominion securities. Mr. Mey- 
er denied himself to interviewers, but 
his representative made this statement: 

“All our securities will be taken care 
of tomorrow.”’ 

Asked what he meant by this, Mr. Mey- 
er’s representative said: 

‘There were no bids for our. stocks, 
but I repeat, they will be taken care of.”’

Chicago, May  2.—(Spegial.)—Adrian 
Britt, who was editor of The Jackson- 
ville (Fla.) Union in 1876, is dead here 
and will be buried in the potter's field 
unless his friends are. heard from. He 
died Tuesday and his body was taken to 
the morgue and labeled “‘unknown.”’ His 
identity was learned by detectives work- 
ing on the postoffice robbery case. Britt 
had served two terms in the peritentlary 
for robbirg mail boxes. He was at one 
time a magazine editor in New York and 
later a pyblisher jn this city. Hard 
drinking had made him a “‘levee’’ char- 
acter. 

Adrian Britt was a son of a Louisiana 
“merchant, who died leaving am estate of 
$1,000,000. The heir to most of this for- 
tune was only one year old at the time. 
Adrian was born in 1844. He grew up and 
went to college in New Orleans, and in 
1874 removed to Florida, where he got 
control of Tne Jacksonville Union. He 
-was 2n active spirit in the effort to wrest 
the political control of the state from 
the republicans. 

When the Hayes-Tilden campaign was at 
its height Britt's paper was the most 
powerful organ in Florida. At the time 
the electoral vote of the state hung in 
doubt Ie was looked upon as holding the 
key to the siiuation, and when The Jack- 
, Sonville Union conceded the election of the 
state to the republicans, Britt's influence 
was credited with leading to the’ delivery 
‘of the votes to Hayes. The result was 
that instead of Tilden being elected, 
enough electoral votes had been swung 
over to Hayes to elect him president by 
a majority of one. 

From that time—the campaign of 19%6-7 
—Britt's career took a downward cougse. 
His paper lost prestige. The spring of 
1877 he sold ft and went to Washington 
and secured employment in the govern- 
ment secret service. “He came to Chica- 
go. in 1888,

CHARGES OF PRITCHARD — 
DENOUNCED BY SIMMONS 


Simmons Asserts That 
Tales of Outrages by “Red 
Shirts’’ Are Untrue, and 
Defends Democrats of 
State. 


Washington, May 2—A lively debate 
was precipitated In the senate today by 
Mr. Pritchard, pf North Carolina, by 
some remarks he made on politics and 
political methods in North Carolina in 
the course of a discussicn of the Philip 
pine bill. He maintained that the pend- 
ing measure dealt simply with edminis- 
trative features of th+ Philippines, and 
insisted that charges made against tho 
American army that tortures and bar- 
barities were practiced tn the ‘tskands 
was not relevant to the discussion. He 
said that if the charges were true fhe 
siflty ought to be punished severely and 
undoubtedly woukl be He suggested 
that some of the methods employed br 
the opponents of the bill tn this country 
ought to be refarmed, and told of what 
is called the “sand cure” in North Caro- 
lina, the victim hevine his face crushed 
into the sand to etifie h's cries while he 
wae being beaten to intimidate him po- 
litically. 


This drew the fire of Mr. Simmons, of. 


North Carolina. who declared that he 


never heard of such a practice. The de- 
bate thus started covered a wide range 
of subjects concerning North Carolina 


rclitics. 

Mr. Pritchard G@eclared that a meafjortty 
of the people of North Carolina and of 
the south were in favor of the proposition 
of the majority of the Philippine commit- 
tee, and he quoted The Charlotte OQOb-

“Mr. Simmons declared that this was

Mr. Simmons replied to some sugges- 
tions made by Mr. Pritchard as to North 
Carolina politics, in the course of which 
he justified the ‘“‘white people in protect- 
ing themselves against irresponsible ma- 
jorities.” 

At the request of Mr. McComas, Mr. 
Pritchard explained what he had meant 
by the “sand cure,’’ to which he had 
referred. 

‘Does my colleague. say,’ inquired 
Mr. Pritchard, “that the red shirts did 
not ride through the state and terrorize 
voters?” 

No Outrages by Red Shirts. 

“J state,’’ declared Mr. Simmons, 
“upon my authority as a senator and as 
chairman of the democratic executive 
committee, that the stories of outrages 
committed by red shirts are absolutely 
end utterly without foundation. I know 
of no outrages that can be traced to 
that organization. Except for political 
purposes the orgamization of so-called 
red shirts never has been charged with 
being an unlawful end violent organiza- 
tion.”” He declared that not a single 
red shirt had been arraigned for a vio- 
lation of law. 

Mr., Pritchard read a table indicating 
that Mr. Bryan had received a heavy 
majority in the “black belt’’ of North 
Carolina, “and yet,’ said he, “the re- 
publican party is “charged with ~ being 
the negro party.”

Washington,. May 2.—Arthur Donner, 
treasurer of the American Sugar Refin- 
ing Company, today testified before the 
senate committee on Cuban relations con- 
cerning American noldings of Cuban su- 
gar. He said /that Mr. Havemeyer's 
statement that his company had pur- 
chased 93,000 tons of Cuban sugar was 
correct. Mr. Donner also said that his 
company dealt entirely with brokers and 
did not know the names of the producers. 
The American company had made no 
advances to the Cuban planters and had 
not advanced any money to. the Cuban 
banks for the planters. 

Senator Platt asked: “So far as’ you 
know, has-the American Sugar. Refining 
Company taken any interest whatever 
in forwarding or opposing the reduction 
of the duty on American sugar?” 

“No, sir; I don’t think it has.’’ 

Henry C. Mott, purchaser of raw sv- 
gar for the trust, said that in the course 
of the year the American company prob- 
ably purchased 560 per cent of the Cuban 
Sugar product and that he supposed th: 
other 50 per cent is secured by other 
sugar refiners in the United States. 

Senator Platt: “Suppose there should 
be a reductiédn of Cuban sugar duties, 
would the buyer get the full benefit of it 
or any part of it?’ 

The witness: ‘‘The buyer would not-get 
any part of the benefit. The reduction 
would not -make any difference in the 
purchase price. The benefit would ac- 
erue to the Cuban seller, the holder of 
the sugar. The experience with Porto 
Rican sugar, which comes in free, justi- 
fles that cuonclusion.”’ | 


MONEY IN SUMATRA TOBACCO. 


“Secretary | Wilson Talks About the 


Industry-in Connecticut. 

Washington, May 2.—Secretary Wilson 
received a telegram today announcing 
that the crop of Sumatra wrapper tobac- 
co grown in the Connecticut valley under 
the supervision of experts of the depart- 
ment of agriculture has been sold at 
“prices averaging $1.8 a pound, with an 
indicated profit to the growers of $1 a 
pound, or $1,000 an acre. The secretary 
says that from 800 to 1,000 acres of this 
tobacco will be grown in the Connecti- 
cut valley, the matter no longer being 
in the experimental stage. The depart- 
ment will.now give more of its attention 
to filler tobacco. 

“This country,” says Secgetary Wilsor.. 
““‘buys $6,000,000 worth of Sumatra tobac- 
co a year, but we will soon raise all that 
is needed in the United States. We buy 
$8,000,000. worth a year of filler tobacco, 
mostly from Cuba Investigations now 
are going on In Pennsylvania, Ohio, North 
‘Carolina, Texas, California and Porto 
Rico looking to growing all of this $8,000,- 
000 worth under our own’ flag.”

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Washington, May 2.—Secretary Hay to- 
day sent to the senate a letter sating 
the necessity for postponing: the - Loul- 
siana Purchase. exposition *from» 1903 to 
1904. Senator Cockrell had thé letter’reac 
in the senate and then offered an amend- 
ment to the sundry cfvil appropriation 
bill, now pending in the senate, providing 
fcr the postgonemenc of the exposition 
in accordance with the request. 

The postponement amendment provides 
for the dedication of the buildings of the 
exposition on -April-g0, 1902, for the open- 
ing of the expoaition to visitors on May 
1, 190% and for’ its. closing not later than 
December 1 following. The coinage of 
$250,000. in gold dollar pieces to be used 
ag a souveni? coln’is also authorized, the 
money thus provided to be a part of the 
$5,000,000 appropriated by congress for the 
aid of the fair. 

Reasons for Postpenement. 

The telegram from D. R.- Francis, pres- 
(dent of the exposition company, 1s dated 
St. Louis, May 1, and is addressed to T. 
H. Carter, president of the national 
Louisiana purchase commission. It is as 
follows: 

“In view of the conditions to, which 
you call attention, and in the light of all 
the ‘facts, it ig now very clear that, whilst 
the buildings can be campleted, the re- 
spective states and territorley and both 
foreign and dgmestic exhibitors cannot 
within the present. time Hmit construct 
the necessary ‘buildings and. install’ ex- 
hitits upon the scale cOmmensurate with 
their desires and the magnitude of the 
exposition enterprise. The scope of the 
exposition is enlarging from day to day. 
We are in continuous receipt of expres- 
sions from remote countries manifesting 
a desire to participate in the exposition 
if more time can be had for preparing. 
We feel that no effert should be spared 
to fully meet the expectation of this and 
ccther countries as to the character of the 
enterprise, and that it should in every 
respect be worthy of the great event 
which it is held to commemorate. We 
can use one additional, year of prepara- 
tion to great advantage. It is therefore 
desirable that the time for the opening 
of the exposition ‘bes extended one year. 
if stitch course meets the approval of the 
government, and I am authorized by the 
executive committee -ard the direotors 
to request that you present these conclu- 
sions to the president and to the ‘secre- 
tary of state for transmission to con- 
gress.”’ 

Carter’s View. 

Former Senator Carter explains Mr. 
Francis’ telegram ig in reply to a tele- 
gram from himself. Mr. Carter corrobo- 
rates the statements made by Mr. Fran- 
ais, and adds: in * 

“According to authorized facts and rea- 
sonable probabilities $20,000,000 will be ex- 
pended within the exposition grounds for 
construction by’ the United States gov+ 
ernment, forelgn governments, the ex-~ 
position company, the states, the -terri- 
tories and the concessionaires. With the

ANTI-CONSPIRAOCY MEASURE. 


It Is Passed by the Houes Without 
Word of ate. | 

Washington, May 2.—The house today 
passed the anti-conspiracy bill reported 
from the judiciary committee without a 
word cf debate. The bill is as follows: 

“That no agreement, combination or 
contract by or between two or inore per- 
sons to do or procure to be done or not to 
do or procure not to be done, any act in 
contemplation or furtherance of any 
trade dispute between employers and em- 
ployees in the district of Columbia or in 
any territory of the United States, or be- 
tween employers and employees who may 
be engaged in trade tr commerce between 
the several states or betwteen any terri- 
tory and another, or between any terri- 
tory or territories and any stat2 or states 
or the District of Columbia, or with for- 
~eign nations, or between the Wistrict of 
Columbia and any state or states or 
foreign nations shall be deemed criminal, 
nor shall those engagef, therein be in- 
dictable or otherwise punishable for the 
crime of conspiracy, if such act committed 
by one person would not be punishable as 
a crime, nor shall such agreement, com- 
bihation or contract be considered as in 
constraint of trade cr comsmerca nor shall 
any restraining order or injunction be ts- 
sucd with relation thereto. Nothing in 
this act shall exenipt from punishment, 
otherwise than as herein excepted, any 
persons guilty of conspiracy for which 
punishment is now provided by any act 
of congress, but such act of congress 
shall, as to the agroements, combinations 
and contract; herein before received to be 
construed as if this act were therein con- 
tained. 

The amendment providing the machin- 
ery for the enforcement of the personal 
tax law of the District of Columbia passed 
in 1878 was placed on the district «ppro- 
priaticn bill as a rider and the bill passed. 

In the course of the debate on the per- 
sonal tax amendment Mr. Bellamy, of 
North Carolina, said that Washington 
was becoming the Mecca for tax dodgers, 
He said tnat milions of dollars worth of 
property outside of Washington escaped 
taxation, because the owner claimed rest- 
dence in Washington. 

The bill to provide for diplomatic and 
consular service in the Republic of Cuba 
was passed. It carries the following sal- 
aries: 

Ten thousand dollars for a minister; 
| $2,000 for a first and $1,500 for a second 
secretary of legation; $5,000 for consul 
general at Havana and $3,000 each for the 
consulates at Cienfuegos and Santiago.

Senater Culberson Worries the General 
in Regard to- Philippine Situation. 


SOLDIER IS CATECHISED 


In Regard to the Bill of Rights and 
How Far It Has Been Im- 
planted in the Natives of 
the Islands. 


— 


Washington, May 2.—General MacAr- 
thur was interrogated today by Senator 
Culberson, of Texas, in a rather ironi- 
cal vein at the hearing before the Phi'- 
ippine committee. 

The general had referred to the advan- 
tage of implanting republican institutions 
in the islands. Mr. Culberson took up 
each of the principles of repwhblican in- 
stitutions, free speech, free press, self- 
government, trial by jury, etc., and asked 
how far thse had been imalanted in 
the Philippines. As to free speech, Gen- 
eral MacArthur said he had told the Fili- 
pinos that if they would give fim their 
guns they could have a mass meeting on 
every corner. He said soldiers were quar- 
tered in private houses as an incident to 
war. . 

Bill of Rights. 

Senator Culberson went through most 
of the bill of rights, his questions seek- 
ing to develop that the fundamental rights 
had not been implanted in the islands. 
General MacArthur maintained, however, 
that all of the fundamental rights, ex- 
cept trial by jury and the right to bear 
arms, were in operation as far as the con- 
ditions would permit. 

Mr. Culberson drew .attention to Gen- 
eral MacArthur's prohibition of slavery 
and asked if slavery did not in reality 
exist. The ‘general said it was not slavery 
in the sense understood.in this country. 
It was more a tenantry and he had no 
doubt it could be eradicated without diffi- 
culty. : | :

cific questions by approximate _§ state- 
ments. The question is complicated by 
the fact that many expenditures are 
made fn lump ‘sums without reference 
to any particular locality or destination 
or service of troops. 

Another complication arises from the 
requirement of law that the army shall 
be maintained at a maximum strength 
of 59,000 men. If the surplus force were 
not in the Philippines, then the war 
department would have to quarter and 
supply the men here a that the item 
of expense on that item would remain 
constant, regardless of the Philippine 
insurrection, at least up to 59,000 men, 
and the question arises whether Secre- 
tary Root in his answer shaal consider 
as expenses attributable to the Philip- 
pine trouble only the cdst of meaintafn- 
ing the army strength above that figure.

Roosevelt Attends the .Grad- 
uating Exercises at the 
Annapolis Academy, 


HE PRESENTS A DIPLOMA 
TO SICK BOY IN HOSPITAL 


In His Address the President Tells 
the Cadets That the Navy Will 
Be the Nation’s Chief Re- 
liance in Case of War. 


Annapolis, Md., May 2.—The special 
train conveying President Roosevelt and 
party to Annapolis to attend the grad- 
uating exercises at the naval academy 
arrived here today over the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad. As the president alighted 
from the train he was received by Su- 
perintendent Wainwright’ and his aide, 
Lieutenant H. G. Ziegemier. A battalion 
of marines under command of Captain 
Lucas was drawn up at the sf&tion. 
The party proceeded in carriages to the 
academy grounds. 

The president walked across the cam- 
pus where the cadets were lined up and 
passing down the line looked each cadet 
squarely in the face. He was then pre- 
sented to the officers of the academy 
by Commander Wainwright. While this 
was going on the shore batteries fired 
the president’s salute of twenty-one 
guns. At the sound of a bugle blast 
the cadets stacked guns and marched 
by fours to the chapel, where benedic- 
tion was pronounced by the chaplain. 
In the meantime the president had been 
escorted down the atsle by Commander 
Wainwright and was shown to his seat 
on the platform, the battalion of cadets, 
the officers and others. receiving the 
president standing. Commander Wain- 
wright then introduced Dr. George T. 
Winston, a member of the board of vis- 
itors, who delivered a short address. 

He was loudly applauded when he re- 
ferred to Dewey as the hero of Manila 
and Sampson the hero of Santiago, and 


at the conclusion of his remarks was 


congratulated by the president. 

The graduating class discarded their 
guns and accoutrements and advanced 
close to the platform. President Roose- 
velt then addressed them, his remarks 
being frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause., 

President to the Graduates. 

Thé president said, in part: 

“In receiving these diplomas you be- 
come men who, above almost any others 
of the entire union, are to carry hence- 
forth the ever present sense of responsi- 
sbility which must come with the knowl- 
edge that on some tremendous day it 
may depend upon your courage, your 
preparedness, your keen intelligence and 
knowledge of your profession whether or 
not the nations is again to write her 
name on the world’s roll of honor or to 
know the black shame of ;defeat. We 
all of us earnestly hope that the occasion 
for war may never come, but if it has to 
come then this nation must win; and the 
prime factor in securing victory over any 
foreign foe must of necessity be the Unit- 
ed States navy. If the navy fails us, 


what may be our material wealth or the 
high average of our citizenship. It should, 
therefore, be an object of prime import- 
ance for every patriotic American to see 
that thé navy is constantly built up and 
above all that it is kept to the highest 
point of efficiency, both in material and 
in personnel. It cannot be too often re- 
peated that in modern war and especial- 
ly in modern naval war, the importance 
of. the navy in achieving triumph is what 
has been done in the way of thorough 
preparation and training before the be- 
ginning of the war. It is what has been 
done before the outbreak of the war that 
is all-important. 

“Officers and men alike must have the 
sea Habit; officers and men alike must 
realize that in battle the only shots that 
count are the shots that hit, and normally 
the victory will He with the side whose 
shots hit the oftenest. Seamanship and 
marksmanship—these must be the two 
prime cbjects of yeur training, both for 
yourselves and for the men under you.” 

Roosevelt and Sick Boy. 

At the conclusion of his address and the 
distribution of the diplomas the president 
requested that he be taken to the hospital 
.where Cadet Emery S. Land of Wyoming, 
a member of the graduating class, was 
lying ill. Sitting up in bed, the sick boy 
received his diploma from the president, 
who made a few appropriate remarks,.in 
which he expressed the hope that ae 
would soon be out. The president was 
then given an opportunity of witnessing 
the customary prank of the plebes throw- 
ing the graduating class out of quarters, 
which offered a great deal of amusement. 

After luncheon the president and party 
went aboard the torpedo boat Gwynn for 
a short trip on Chesapeake bay. 

Among the prizes awarded was a silver 
medal to Cadet James Patrick Lannon of 
Virginia, for being ‘the champion cadet 
fencer with broad swords.

THEY DENY BEING DRUNK 


Officers of Chicago Talk of the 
Venetian Episode. 


ASSAULT MADE BY A MOB 


According to the Officers They Were 
Arrested and Punished for 
Nothing. 


Venice, May 2.—The pardon granted by 
tKing Victor Emmanuel to the officers 
and marines of the United States cruiser 
Chicago, who are imprisoned here, ar- 
rived this morning, and the prisoners 
were released. 

In an interview with a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press the impris- 
oned officers warmly repudiated the re- 
ports from Rome that they were under 
the influence of wine at the time of the 
trouble and said that, on the contrary, 
they were absolutely sober. 

Liéutenant John 8. Doddridge remark- 
ed: 

“After the accidental upsetting of a 
table in a cafe by myself and a com- 
panion at 11 o’clock at night we were fol- 
lowed and attacked by a mob and two 
municipal policemen apeared on the 
scene. I, with my open hand, motioned 
te the crowd to keep off. The police 
then seized us, but the mob continued 
so threatening that our brother officers 
ana a marine who hapened to be 
on the piazza, ran to our Tescue. We 
acted only in self defense and against a 
large, hostile crowd. We did not strike 
the -police. Doubtless misunderstanding 
of the two languages had something to do 
with the trouble. We have been allowed 
to remain together in prison, but the 
room in which we have been confined 
swarmed with insects.’’ 

The liberated officers of the Chigago 
joined their ship today and the cruiser 
has left Venice.

The storms were over 100 milees apart, 
one sweeping through Bayard, a town gf 
500 inhabitants, in Guthrie county; 4n- 
other through the towns of Weldon and 
Van Wert, in Decatur county, and the 
third through Lohrville, in Cabhoun coun- 
tv. The wind blew at a velocity of 70 
miles an hour and was followed by a 
deluge of rain, which in some places al- 
most reached the proportions of a water- 
spout. All telegraph wires were leveled 
and details were not known until today, 
and then only meagerly. The storms be- 
gan about 5 o'clock and were over an 
hour in duration. So far as known each 
of the three tornadoes swept a path about 
100 vards in width through three diffe-- 
ent counties and not a house or even a 
fence post in these paths were left stand- 
ing.

EMBBPRS of the Grand Army of 
the Republic throughout the Unit- 


M ed States are making preparations 


for the observance of Memorial day which 
comes May 30. On this day the graves 
ef all the soldiers who fell fighting for 
the union and all who have died since 
then will be decorated with flowers. In 
all the national cemeteries appropriate 


exercises will be held. 

This year the Grand Army of the Re- 
public wiil put into practice the utter- 
ance of the late President McKinley be- 


fore the Georgia legislature s¢v eral years 
azo, when he said the time had come for 
the government to care for the confed- 
erate dead and the graves of the confed- 
erate soldiers will be decorated on May 
30, wherever it is practicable. 

The following order on the subject of 
Memortal day has been issued by Com- 

mander W. M. Scott, of the department 
of Georgia, Grand Army of the Republic: 

Headquarters Department of Georgia, Grand 
Army of the Republic, Atlanta, Ga., May Il, 
1902.—General Orders No. 2.—1]. Friday, May 
30 next, has been announced in national genf- 
eral orders fs Memorial day, and has been 
made, by enactment, a national holiday. To 
the Army of the Republic, aided by 

: . and other kindred organizations, 
has been dedicated the direction and respon- 
sibility of its proper observance in every sec- 
tion where the sacred remains ofthe federa! 
soldfer of the late civil war lie resting. In 
the fulfillment of this trust we earnestly 
vite the ald of allt sympathijzing friends. 

2. Our late martyred pre nt, William Me- 
Kinley, in his memorable %ddress before the 
Georgia legislature a few years ago, gave ut- 
terance to the kindly and patriotic emotions 
of his great heart when he stated that the 
time had come, in the evolution of events, 
when the government should fcare for the 
graves of the southern soldiers of the late 
civil war. These words are in full accord 
with the sentiment which governs our order 
and could very appropriately follow these of 
the martyred. Lincoln, delivered on the bat- 
tle field of Gettysburg, in November, 1863, 
and which are read as a portion of our an- 
nual service. In emulation of the spirit 
which governed the lives of these great men 
it Is requested, wherever practicable and ac- 
ceptable, that the graves of the confederate 
dead be reverently remembered with our floral 
tributes on our Memorial day. 

3. May 30, of all the days of the year, is 
he most sacred to us, and will so continue 
until the last member of our order is laid 
away to rest under the green sod. Then, the 
loving ones *we leave behind us will keep 
up the sacred memortes connected with this 
hallowed anniversary. 

4. In addition to remembering the soldier 
dead resting in our local cemeteries, we have 
assumed, as a sacred trust, the decoration of 
about 36.000 graves in the four national cem- 
eteries in this department.

CAR INSPECTOR OF PLANT SYS-

On Trial Charged with Breaking Into 
and Stealing Goods from Cars, 
Gets Four Years in Pen.

WAS FOUND DEAD IN THE ROAD 


Assassin Was Concealed by Side of 
Road When He Fired—Negro 
Had Been One of the Prin- 
cipals in a Row a Few 
Morths Ago.

Two months ago Bedell was a princi- 
pal in an affaiy in Moawards aistrict, in 
which J. W. Driver, a road overseer, had 
his shoulder fractured by young Arthur 
Bedell, while the elder Befell was shot 
through tfie leg by J. J. Rodgers, a bailiff. 
The trouble grew out of the elder Bedell 
refusing to work the road with .the tools 
assigned him by the overseer.

TOWEBOAT PLAYS HAVOC ON THE 
MISSISSIPPI. 


Gearing Was Out of Order and the 
Finley Mashed Every Other 
Craft in Its Way.

Memphis, Tenn:, May 2.—Because of an 
accident to the cam gearing of ‘dhe of 
the engines of the tow boat J. B. Finley 
this morning the vessel drifted abott the 
bends in the river in the vicinity of 
Friars Point, Miss., carrying destruction 
in her path. The vessel was almost un- 
controHable and sank nineteen of her 
barges, one lader® with coal, and the 
mode] barge Texas, which was heavily 
loaded with stee) rails. The barges and 
boats are a total less, the barge Texas 
breaking in two, and.it is the opinion of 
experts that the rails cannot be saved, 

The accident came without warning. 
The J. B. Finley was tracing slowly its 
path down the river to the point of des- 
tination when suddenly the cam gearing 
fo one of the engines gave way, render- 
ing the big boat helpless. From one bank 
to another the steamer went and the 
barges and boats being lightly construct- 
ed offered little resistance to the power- 
ful plunges of the big steamer. Those 
‘on board did everything. possible to pre- 
vent the work of destruction but without 
avail. Like egg shells the boats and 
barges were as easily crushed and for 
two and a half “hours the destruction 
continued, Fortunately no one was in- 
jured, ’ 

Attached to the steamer Finley were 
thirty-two boats’ laden with coal, four 
immense barges.of coal and three barges 
of modern type loaded with steel.. 

Repairs were made to the achinery of 
the steamer and she will get away to- 
morrow. The remainedr of her tow will 
be left at Vicksburg and Natchez, Miss. 

The steamer Finley has been particu- 
larly fortunate on her southern trip. 
Shortly after passing Cairo she lost two 
boats, coal laden, at Islond ‘No. 10. The 
loss was total, 

The coal boats- carry on an average 
of about 100 tons of coal and the barges 
will average about 15,000 bushels each. 
AH were owned by the Monongahela 
River Consolidated: Coal and Coke Com- 
pany, of Pittsbu’g, Pa., from which 
piace the steamer Finley and tow clear- 
ed.

BUSTS OF TWO 
GEORGIA HEROES 


Memorials to Barton and 
McLaws To Be Unveiled: 
in June, 


MRS. JEFFERSON DAVIS 
HAS BEEN INVITED 


Relatives of the General Invited 
and Expected To Be Present at 
the Ceremonies — Statues 
Will Be Placed at En- 
trance to Park. 


Savannah, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)—The 
memorial busts to General Francis 8. 
Bartow and General Lafayette McLaws 
have reached Savannah and will be un- 
veiled on June 3, the birthday of President 
Jefferson Davis of the Confederate States. 
The Confederate Veterans’ monument 
committee decided on that as an appropri- 
ate date. 

Mrs. Davis wil) be invited to visit Sa- 
vannah on that occasion and the veterans 
do not doubt that they will prevail upon 
her to accept, Captain D. G. Jurse, chair- 
man of the committee, is looking after the 
arrangements. Mrs. L. B. Seabrook, 
whose first husband was General Bartow, 
and his sister, Mrs. Henry K. Reés, will 
be invited to be present. They reside in 
the upper part of the state. 

It has been definitely settled that the Jo- 
cation of the monuments will be at the 
Bull street entrance to Forsyth park. The 
foundations were laid there some time 
ago, but a question as to the advisability 
of the location was raised by outsiders 
and the veterans were urged to select an- 
other spot.. They have declined, however, 
and now Mayor Myers, who favored some 
other location, says that he does not be- 
lieve the city council will interfere. 

The memorial busts, each of which {is 
nearly 5 feet high, will stand upon gran- 
ite pedestals 81-2 feet high. The busts 
are the work of George Julian Zolnay, 
who has executed many statues through- 
out the south, his subjects, usually, being 
confederate soldiers, Those who have seen 
the busts pronounce them decided like- 
nesses to the originals. 

All the Savannah military will be in- 
vited to participate in the exercises that 
will mark the unveiling of the memoriais 
to the south’s heroes. To the Oglethorpe 
Light infantry, the command at the heal 
of which Captain Bartow marched away 
to Virginia, in defiance of Goverpor 
Joseph Brown’s commands, to “‘illustrate 
Georgia,’’ will be assigned some especial 
duty of honor in connection with the un- 
veiling. ' 

Under a Mighty Incubus. 

The people of Savannah are laboring in 
the grasp of the meat trust. The butchers 
are crying out even more piteously than 
the consumers, and some of them say 
they will be forced out of business within 
a few days. They are barely hanging on, 
thev say, the prices established by the 
packing houses making it impossible for 
them to make any money out of their 
business. 

The butchers do not seek trade. There 
seems to be nothing in it for them. ‘‘They 
don’t care whether they sell us meat or 
not,’’ said a‘restaurant man to the repre- 
sentative of The Constitution. ‘‘They get 
no profit our of their sales. The people 
have stopped using meat in the quantities 
they did and busines has fallen off for the 
butchers. We have raised our prices and 
our bills of fare and regular meals show 
the effect of the meat trust.” 


Lester for Congress. 

A meeting of the democratic executive 
committee of the first congressional dis- 
trict will be held on May 6 for the ‘con- 
sideration of a nomination for congress- 
man from this district. Plans for some 
convention will be arranged. None other 
than Congressman R. E. Lester has been 
considered in connection with the posi- 
tion and there is little doubt that he will 
succeed himself in congress. 

From Bremen. Cotton Exchange. 

Mr. Philip Heinéken, of Bremen, Ger- 
many,, vice president of the cotton ex- 
change of that city, was in Savannah to- 
day. He is senior member of the firm of 
Heineken & Vogelsang, which is repre- 
sented by a branch in Savannah. Mr. 
Heineken met President J. P. Williams, of 
the Savannah cotton exchange, and the 
gentlemen exchanged good wishes for 
continued present relations between Sa- 
vannah and Bremen and continued pros- 


perity of the ¢otton trade. 

The Constitution’s representative had a 
talk with Mr. Heineken relative to his 
views upon the effect that the consolida- 
tion of steamship lines by J. Pierpont 
Morgan might exert upon cotton exporta- 
tions from the south. He said that he 
did not consider that the situation as it 
now exists, fs threatened in the least. 

“T believe that the steamship companies 
found that it was absolutely necessary 
for their own ‘interests to cut down ex- 
penses of operation and reduce charges. 
To this end they-agreed to consolidate so 
that rates may be made uniform. 

“The announcement of the consolidation 
has been made since I left Germany and 
I do not know just how the movement is 
regarded in Bremen, Hamburg and the 
other great ports. I do not see, however, 
why it should be cried out against. 

“No, I do not believe that the consolida- 
tion would include tramp steamships. Ex- 
porters of cotton would ‘have no trouble in 
finding tramp steamships at any time. It 
is an easier.project to build a steamship 
than a railroad, and so many questions of 
competition and throttling do not enter 
into the steamship problem. The combina- 
tion could not get so comprehensive a 
grasp upon the tramps’ as to control the 
sores, and I do not look for the wieweings 
transportation to go up. The tramps 1 
be benefited in a way, for they will not 
have to fear rate reductions on the part 
of the big liners when they have been 


combined by Morgan, The tramps will not 


have to compete against such reductions.”

Support the Library. 

This proud and progressive city 
Owns no- greater and more practieal 
benefaction than the Carnegie library. 
The record of the two months since it 
opened fits doors to the people has 
been amazing. The enrollment of 
beneficiaries is 7,081 and in April alone 
they nave taken out and used 14,752 
books. The members include-our peo- 
ple of every class and the need they 
have for the institution is ‘plainly 
shown by the substantial and inform- 
ing classes of books that are in most 
demand. 5 

It is significant that 691 of the mem- 
bers are clerks and bookkeepers, 630 
@re students of our various universi- 
ties, colleges and schools, 207 are 
teachers, 196 are stenographers seek- 
ing general knowledge for a better 
qualification to use their art, 195 are 
housekeepers and 102 are day laborers, 
while ministers, lawyers, bankers, 
manufacturers and technical men of 
all professions and trades are largely 
represented. 

The city’s appropriation of $5,000 
per annum is found to be wholly in- 
‘adequate for the proper functioning of 
the library and any sort of reasonable 
additions to the supply o: books fresh 
from the currents of literature, science 
and the arts. Even the $2,000 extra 
appropriation last year was scant as- 
sistance in preparing the institution 
for its best uses. Richmond and Nash- 

‘ville each give $10,000 per year to 
their libraries and neither of them is 
comparable in character or approach- 
able in popular usefulness to the At- 
lanta library. 

There ought to, be no labored argu- 
ment needed to induce our city fathers 
to do the liberal thing by the library. 
The people want it and its benefitsgin 
Increasing measure and they will rot 
only approve, but applaud appropria- 
tions sensibly made to thoroughly of- 
ficer,.equip and supply this favorite 
Institution. It is the one benefaction 


_ that blesses all, rich and poor, young 


and old, alike, and in a way that makes 
for intelligence, skill and patriotism 
among the masses at the lowest cost. 

The city council should promptly in- 
form itself of the needs of the library 
and find a way to adequately meet 
them. The people will thoroughly in- 
forse the use of their money to make 
it more efficient and a larger pride and 
profit to the city.

Taxation in Atlanta. 

Municipal taxation has much to do 
with the desirability of residence and 
business domiciliation in any city. 
Some time ago The Constitution pub- 
lished an editorial on the increased 
cost of living in cities, due to the in- 
crease of municipal debts and taxa- 
tion, which attractea wide attention 
and comment throughout the country. 

Foresighted business men never 
omit to. figure into the costs of resi- 
dence or enterprise the taxation that 
municipal needs or extravagance will 
entail upon them. One of the great 
factors of the past in the building up 
of Atlanta as a commercial and manu- 
facturing center has been the com- 
paratively low rate of taxation autaor- 
ized by our charter and conserved by 
our strict sense of municipal econo- 
mies. 

The government department of la- 
bor statistics has been looking into 
this question and has published a ta- 
ble showing the per capita property 
taxes in the 134 cities of the country 
that have each more than 30,000 popu- 
lation. The figures are extremely in- 
forming and had we space would af- 
ford some comparisons taat would be 
curious, if not startling, to our fellow- 
citizens. 

Atlanta, according to the census of 
1900, is the forty-third city of the coun- 
try in population, but the corrected 
figures, ignoring the legal municipal 
limits and counting actual population, 
would make her the twenty-fifth from 
‘the top place. : 

When, however,-we look to the prop- 
erty tax tables we find that Atlanta is 
eighty-nintn in the list. Her per cap- 
ita tax per annum is 38-58, while 
eighty-eight other cities lead her with 
rates running from her own to $28.72— 


| the latter being the actual rate each 


~ 


for every man, woman and child in the 


city of Boston! There are only ten 
cities in the south that have lower 
rates than Atlanta and they are small 
cities that are far behind us in munic- 
ipal extent, equipment and necessities. 
Our rate is lower than that of Savan- 
nah, Norfolk, Caarleston, Dallas, Hous- 
ton, New Orleans, Richmond, Louis- 
ville or any other important city of 
the south. 

These are facts that speak a large 
advertisement for the wise adminis- 
tration of affairs in Atlanta. They are 
a great inducement to capital to buy 
property and build up enterprises in 
this popular city. And wisdom will be 
justified of her children if we maintain 
these conaitions for the future. They 
mean growth, wealth and prosperity 
galore! |

“This recent hullabaloo about the meat 
trust,” said the -reformed’ newspaper 


man, when they were all gathered in 
their accustomed places last night, “‘re- 


turned off by a kid reporter in New York. 
who had been sent on what the city ed- 
itor thought was a fool assignment. A 
young fellow who lived in an isolated 
quarter of the city went over to New 
Jersey and married a judge’s daughter 
without the old an’s consent. He 
then won the judge’s wife over to his 
side and caused war in the judge’s house- 
hold generally. The residents of the Jer- 
sey town said they would lynch him if 
he ever showed his face there again, 80 
he went back to.the more or less quiet 
precincts of Bronxville. 

“The story excited great interest at 
the time, and when it was rumored that 
a reconciliation had been patched up a 
score of reporters weré sent up to his 
house. They never got in, however, as 
the boy had posted two big villainous- 
looking dogs in front of his door and the 
reporters never got beyond the gate.

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POINTER FOR THE FARMERS 
IN THE ADVANCE OF BEEF 


Baltimore, May 1.—(Special.)—Assum- 
ing the positicn that if a trust or com- 
bine is taking advantage of conditions as 
to the price of beef, which scems to be 
revealed in statistics, then there is the 
gieater need for a prompt adoption of 
the policy of economy in consumption 
of meats on the one hand ard on the 
other of greater attention to the raising 
of food animals, The Manufacturers’ 
Record expresses the belief this week 
that farmers and stock raisers are likely 
to have things pretty much their own 
way in live stock prices for several years 
to come, while the consuming public must 
meet the situation as best it may. It 
says: 

“The Manufacturers’ Record was well 
aware that the increase in hvestock had 
not been in proportion to the increase in 
population, but the change is far greater 
than had been supposed. According to 
reports of the United States department 
of agriculture and the statistical ab- 
stracts of the treasury department, the 
number of cattle, including milch cows, 
in 1880 was 33,258,000; the number of 
sheep, 40,765,000, and the number of hogs, 
34,034,000. From this point there was a 
steady increase. Dropping for a moment 
the milch cows and taking ‘other cat- 
tle,’ which would represent the beef 
yielding cattle, the number under this 
head in 1880 was 21,231.000. This number 
gradually increased to 28,000,000 in 1883, 
then to 31,000,000 in 1886, to 36,000,000 in 
1890, and reached the highest point, 37,- 
651,000 in 1892. 

Decrease in Live Stock. 

“Since that year there has been a 
steady decline, until in 1900 the total 
number reported was 27,610,000, or 10,000,- 
000 less than eight years before, not- 
withstanding the great increase in popu- 
lation and in the beef consuming capac- 
ity of the country. In sheep there was 
an increase from 1880 to 50,600,000 in 1834, 
from which point there was a gradual 
decline until 1900, when we had in this 
country only 41,883,000 sheep, or a de- 
crease of nearly 9,000,000 compared with 
1884. The number of hogs advanced from 
34,000,000 in 1880 to its highest point, &2,- 
398,000 in 1892, amd then steadily declined 
to 38,600,000 in 1899, the last year for which 
these statistics are at present available. 
In 1880 the total number of cattle of all 
kinds, including milch cows, was 33,258,- 
000. By 1892 this increased. to 54,067,000, 
which had declined by 1900 to 43,900,000, or 
in other words we had 11,000,000 less cattle 
in 1900 than we had in 1892. Taking all 
three items—cattle, hogs and sheep—the 
total in 1880 was 108,068,000; in 1892, 151,- 
403,000, and in 1900, 124,437,000. Thus we 
had in the later year 27,000,000 less head 
of cattle, sheep and hogs than in 1892, 
although the population of the country 
had increased from 65,000,000 to 76,600,000. 
In round figures the gain in the number 
of cattle, sheep and hogs between 1830 
and 1892 was 40 per cent, while between 
1892 and 1900 there was a decline of 
nearly 20 per ceht, though during the 
game eight year period the population 
had increased over 11,000,000. 

‘Turning to the average value of live 
stock, it will be found that starting with 
an average for ‘other cattle’ of $16.10 per 
head in 1880, there was a graduai rise to 
$23.52 per thead in 1884. 

“In 1885 a decline commenced, which 
gradually, year by year, went on with 
scarcely a break. until in 1895 the aver- 
age was $14.06, a decrease of $9.46 per 
head, as compared with the average price 
in 1884. At that period the scarcity 
of cattle had reached a point which. re- 
sulted in a slight upward turn in prices, 
bringing about an average price of $15.86 
in 1896 and thefi moving steadily upward 
to $24.90 in 1 Sheep advanced to an 
average of $2.53 per head in 1883 and de- 
clined to an averageé of $1.70 in 1896, and 
then started with cattle an upward 


movement to $2.92 in 1900. In the price 
of hogs the conditions were the same. 
Startling Situation. 

“It is a rather startling situation to 
find that, notwithstanding the great in- 
crease in he meat-constuming capacity 
of the country by virtue of the greater 
prosperity in 1900 as compared with 1892, 
the more general employment of the 
people and the gain in actual popula- 
tion of 11,600,000, or say about 18 per 
cent, there was a gradual decline of 
27,000,000 head of meat-producing ani- 
mals in that period, or a decrease of 
nearly 20 per cent. Under such condi- 
tions an advance in price was inevita- 
ble. Following this situation there came 
a decrease last year In the corn crop, 
in round figures, of about 1,000,000,000 
bushels, or, roughly ‘speaking, 60 per 
cent, and the same conditions which 
shortened the corn crop reduced the 
grass of the west agd southwest. We 
are, therefore, face to face with a sit- 
uation which {fs very much broader than 
the temporary question of whether there 
is a beef trust formed to advance prices, 
or whether it is securing special rates 
from the ratiroads. We are face to face 
with a’ condition which indicates that 
unless the farmers of the whole country 
and the stock raisers of the west and 
southwest turn their attention very 
quickly to stock growing this shortage 
of meat producing animals in propor-~ 
tion to population as compared with the 
average of former years must be inten- 
sified. Unless it can be met by greater 
economy in the preparation and cooking 
of meats, the logical result must 
be a combination of the unfertun- 
ately high prices now  prevailing— 
unfortunate for the vast body of con- 
sumers, but, of course, fortunate for the 
farmers and stock raisers. Denuncia- 
ticns of combinations of packers will 
not meet the case. It cannot be met 
except by the gradual growth, which 
may be brought about in two or three 
years, of an increased production of live 
stock, or by what would be most un- 
fortunate, a necessarily decreased con- 
sumption. It is a possibility that the 
elimination of the tariff on MUvestock 
would inctease the importation from 
Mexico, but it is doubtful if Mexico has 
a sufficient supply to make any material 
effect upon the market even with free 
trade on cattle. The grazing lands of 
Mexico are being gradually absorbed by 
stock raisers of this country, as well 
as of that, and the lowering of the 
tariff on cattle or its entire elimination 
would doubtless result In a marked ad- 
vance and very quick absorption by the 
cattle growers of the southwest of the 
best available grazing land in Mexico. 

Where Farmers Come In. 

‘Taking all things into consideration 
it looks as though the farmer has the 
assurance of high prices for his meat 
animals for several years to come and 
that the more quickly the supply can be 
increased the greater will be his profit 
and the benefit to the whole country. 
Judged by the conditions which have 
prevailed in the past, it looks as though 
it will require a steady and somewhat 
rapid increase in the number of meat 
animals for the next four or five years, 
possibly still longer, before there can 
be any very marked decline fn the aver- 
age prices which have prevailed during 
the last two or three. Under these con- 
@itions the south should turn it® atten- 
ticn as quickly as possible to cattle, 
sheep and hog raising; otherwise it will 
not only lose the opportunity of large 
profits in this industry and by reason 
of the high prices which promise to 
prevail for meats and which are now 
prevailing for corn, its cotton will cost 
more to produce than for some years 
pust. From’ @very phase of investiga- 
tion. of the results upon the country, 
nerth and-west as well as south, the 
situation is an extra@mely interesting 
cne, though not altogether a pleasant 
ene to contemplate, since the number 
9 fconsumers of meat is greater thaa 
the number of producers.”

ASK INCREASE 


They Want Valuation of At- 
lanta Street Railway . 
Property Raised. 


CENTRAL OF GEORGIA 
SHOWS GOOD INCREASE 


Total Returns of That System Arc 
$13 ,406,020—Comptroller Gen- 
eral Rejects Returns Made 
by N., C. and St. L. 
Railway. 
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Comptroller General Wright has taken 
no action with reference to the returns 
for taxation of the Georgia: Railway and 
Electric Company, and will not do so un- 
til he has given the city authorities a 
hearing with regard to the matter. 

The city, assessors called on the comp- 
troller general and contended that the 
returns of the Georgia Electric Light 
plant should be made’to the city, as was 
the case last year. They held in the 
first place that the electrié light plant is 
not railroad property and should _ not, 
therefore, be returned to the comptroller 
general. Even if such is the case, they 
contended that the plant was not the 
property of the present company on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1902, the date on which returns 
were required to be made to the city. 
Should the comptroller general decide 
against them on these points, they asked 
permission to present certain facts with 
reference to the valuation of the prop- 
erty of the street railway company. 

While the has reached no decision in 
the matter. the comptroller general is 
of the opinion that all property owned 
by railroads must, in accordance with 
the law, be returned to-him. He oon- 
Biders if the electric light plant was the 
property of the railroad’ company on 
March 1, the day for computing all sta'te 
returns, then it should be made to 

im. 

Captain Wright stated yesterday he 
was ready to hear from the city au- 
thorities on this point as well as on all 
maitters pertaining to the valuation of 
the company’s property. The assessors 
seem to think the property was, in some 
Instances at least, returned at too low @ 
figure, and they will endeavor to induce 
the comptroller general. to increase it. 


Central System’s Returns. 

The ‘ax returns of the Central of 
Georgia Railway Company were receiv- 
ed yesterday by Comptroller Wright. 
The Central is the largest system in the 


state'in mileage and property, its total 
returns this year being $13,406,02050, an 
Increase ovér the returrs of last year of 
$139,962.50. 

Most of ‘the ‘lines which compose the 
Central system are returned at the same 
figure this year. as last year. Four of 
them, however, show 2 substantial in- 
crease, while two show a slight de- 


crease. 

Some portions of the lines in the sys- 
tem. are exempt from taxation, and in 
other instances the return is made for 
onty that portion of the line in Georgia, 
as several of the lines begin in this 
state and run into Alabama or Ten- 
nessee.

Returns Are Rejected. 

Comptroller General Wright yesterday 
notified the authorities of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis ratiroad that 
he could not accept the returns made 
on the small portion of that line wi'thin 
the state. 

There are just 2.7% miles of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis in Geor- 
gia, this being the portion shat runs from 
Tennessee, through Dade county, Geor- 
gia, into Alabama. This smail bit of 
road was returned to Georgia at $12,000 
per mile, while the same.road returns its 
property for taxation in Alabama at $138,- 
500 par mile.

CONTEMPT CHARGE UP TODAY 


Three Police Officers To Appear Be- 
fore dudge Bateman Today. 


POINT AN INTERESTING ONE 


If Men Are Declared Guilty They 
May Each Be Sentenced To Pay 
Fine of $5 or Go to Jail. 


This afternoon at 3:30 o’clock an inter- 
esting hearing will be had before Justice 
J. N. Bateman. Three officers connected 
with the city police department will be 
called upon to show cause why they 
should not be punished for contempt. 
The men against whom the justice issued 
a rule several days ago are Detective E. 
W. Walton, Sergeant H. G. White and 
Patrolman Patrick Campbell. 

The question to be decided is whether 
the defendants are gullty of disobeying 
an order of court. In the event they 
are declared guilty each may be sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of $% or spend five 
hours in jail. Judge Bateman said ves- 
terday that he had absolutely no personal 
feeling in the matter, although the order 
was issued by him, but he intended sift- 
ing the matter to the bottom. 

A short tine ago a man called at Judge 
Bateman’s court and swore out a war- 
rant charging a negro with cow stealing. 
The court was notified that the negro 
was then in the station house, having 
been arrested by a city detective, Ac- 
cordingly, a bailiff, armed. with-the war- 
rant, went to police headquarters and 
asked for the prisoner. Just here is 
where the interesting point comes in. The 
bailiff, so he says, was told that the ne- 
gro would not be turned over to the jus- 
tice court, but would be tried before the 
recorder. 


Notices Have Been Served. 

It was reported to Judge Bateman that 
the assertion had been made by one of 
the officers )that they had no intention 
of having #he man appear before the jus- 
ticé, be®@lise, so it was intimated, felony 
cases were sometimes settled in those 
courts. 

Detective White, it appears, arrested 
the negro, and Patrolman Campbell, who 
happened to be at the station house when 
the bailiff. arrived for the prisoner, is 
said to have agreed that the negro should 
not be surrendered to the justice court 
for a preliminary hearing. Sergeant 
White was on duty at the police barracks 
when the justice court bailiff is said to 
have been turned down. 


Girl Had a Narrow Escape. 

According to the plea of Mandie E. Poss, 
a girl 12 years old, in her suit for dam- 
ages against the Fulton bag and cotton 
mills, her thrilling experience and narrow 
escape from a terrtble death last De- 
cember, was most remarkable. 

She asserts that she was employed in 
the mill and while attending to her dutics 
a rapidly revolving belt caught her apron 
and she was jerked off the floor and 
thrown completely over the spinning 
frame. §he says she saved her life only 
by catching hold of a post and tearing 
herself loose from the belt. 

It is asserted that her clothing, with 
the exception of her waist and undergar- 
ments, was torn from her body and she 
received cuts and bruises. The suit 
against the mill company is brought by 
her mother, as next friend, and the papers

COMMITTEE GIVES ROADS 
CHANCE TO GET TOGETHER 


People of West End Insist That They 
Be Given Better Street Car Fa- 
cilities—Cost of Enlarging 
Tunnel Is the Present 
Stumbling Block. 


There was an important meeting of the 
committee on electric and other railroads 
of the city council yesterday afternoon for 
the purpose of taking up the application 
of the street railroad company for a 
grade crossing at Whitehall street. This 
matter has been before the committee tor 
some time, but no definite action was 
taken on it yesterday afternoon and '‘t 
was left over in the hope that the steam 
railroads and the trolley company could 
get together. 

The question is one that ‘ts causing the 
ccmmittee considerable work and one that 
is of vital interest to the residents in 
West End. The street railroad company 
has applied for the right to cross the rail- 
road tracks at Whitehall street at a grade 
crossing in order to give West End bet- 
ter car facilities. The present route to 
West End is by way of a culvert under 
the railroad tracks. The Atlanta and 
West Point and the Central railroads op- 
pose the grade crossing and want the 


trolley company to use the tunnel. To ¢n- 
jarge the tunnel properly in order that the 
car company may have double tracks in- 
volves a cost of about $1,500. This is the 
matter that is causing the hitch. It ap- 
pears that the trolley company is willing 
to bear one-half of the expense of en- 


think that they should stand all of the 
cost. The committee of council had hoped 
that the two contending parties would 
come to some _ sort of agreement by 
yesterday afternoon, but it seems that 
they had failed to do s0. 

There were a number of gentlemen be- 
fore the committee yesterday afternoon. 
Albert Howell, Jr., was the first speaker. 
He represented the railroad. He declared 
that at the meeting of the council last 
year it was decided not to grant the grade 
crossing if there was another feasible 
way to get into West End. He declared 
that the tunnel route was perfectly feas- 
ible. He urged that the committee refuse 
the grade’ crossing. The two companies 
would then get together and settle the 
mattew of expense. Mr. Howell, said that 
the accommodation now given tthe people 
of West End by the trolley company were 
nothing short of outrageous and that they 
should be bettered. 

Mr. Arkwright’s Views. 

President Arkwright, of the trolley com- 
pany, followed Mr. Howell. He pointed 
out the grade crossing was the natural 
route for the trolley company to take. He 
said that the only one kicking about the 
grade crossing was from the railroad com- 
pany, and since the railroads were the 
only ones to be inconvenienced, they 
should stand their part of the expense o7f 
the tunnel route. In conclusion he said 
his company owas willing to meet the 
steam roads half way. - 

Alderman Longino, of the seventh ward, 
spoke for the people of his ward. He 
said: ‘‘We must have a better route to 
and from West End. If the trolley cars 
cannot go under the tunnel they must 
be allowed the grade crossing. Our side 
of the town demands a way to get into 
the city and we don’t care whether it is 
under or over the railroad tracks.’’ 

Alderman Longino further said, on bDe- 
ing questioned by Chairman Reed, that 
the people in West End did not object 
to a grade crossing. 

Mr. Atkinson then addressed the meet- 
ing. He called attention to the fact there 
was no one opposing the grade crossing 
except the steam roads. He expressed his 
willingness to go the limit in reaching 
an agreement, but that the railroad com- 
panies would not do anything. He de- 
clared that he had talked to Mr. Wick- 
ersham, but that ihe could not get him 
to do anything. 

Would Build Quick. 

Mr. Howell said to Mr. Atkinson: “You 
know, Mr. Atkinson, you wouldn’t have 
the grade crossing if it was granted to 
you. You are too good a busines men 
for that.’ 

Mr. Atkinson replied: 

“You just let it be granted and see how 
quick we will build our tracks across it.’ 

Mr. Howell then urged the committee 
to refuse the petition of the trolley com- 
pany, declaring that that would be the 
only means of bringing the two companies 
together. He said it woukl do no good 
to hold the present petition over the heads 
of either company. 

“Oh,"”’ remarked Alderman Woodward, 
“we want to hold it over both of you to 
see if we cannot get you to come to 
some agreement. You are the ones to 
settle the matter of cost and not us, and 
I believe that you are beginning to get 
together.” 

Mr. Woodward's remarks seemed to ex- 
press the sense of the committee. The 
committee wants the matter settled and 
as it hag no right to say who shal] bear 
the expense, it is waiti for the two 
companies to get together. in the mean- 
time the committee is unwilling to take 
any action on the matter before it. After 
some discussion the committee decided 
to adjourn until next Tuesday week with- 
out taking action. 

In the meantime the steam roads ana 
the trolley company are expected to try 
and get together and arrange how much 
of the cost each of them shail stand. 

If the grade crossing is finally granted 
it is known that the steam roads will 
fight it in the courts by securing an ig 
junction to prevent the trolley tracks from 
crossing at a grade. There is no indica-

HOW MR. HALL STANDS. 
ACON, Ga., May 1.—(Special. )}—To- 


asked Hon. Joseph H. Hall, who is the 
law partner of Hon. Dupont Guerry, can- 
didate for governor, what his position is 
relative to stdte prohibition. Mr. Hall 
replied as follows: 


“Complying with your request for a 
statement as to my position on the pro- 
hibition question, I desire to say that I 
am absolutely opposed to state prohibi- 
tion. I recognize, ‘however, if a majority 
of the people in Georgia demand a pro- 
hibition law, they have a right to have 
it enacted. I never shall vote for abs>- 
lute state’ prohibition, either as a mem- 
ber of the legislature or as a citizen. I 
am and always have been opposed to the 
saloon. I believe that the only evil in the 
liquor traffic is in the saloon. I believe 
the legislature has the right to/ pass a 
law prohibiting the sale of liquor by the 
drink in saloons, and I think that if a 
law were enacted simply prohibiting the 
sale of liquor to be drank on the premises 
it would settle for all time, in this state, 
the agitation of the Mquor question. 

“I do not wish to be understood as be- 
ing in favor of dispensaries, for I -am 
not. I think a dispensary is a greater 
curse than an open saloon. 

“The true solution of the liquor ques- 
tion, in.my judgment, is an anti-barroom 
law. The difference between this law and 
the dispensary is, under the former in- 
dividuals could sell liquor as it is at 
present sold, and no branch of the gov- 
ernment, either municipal or county, 
would have any connection with or inter- 
est in the sale of it. I am a prohibitionist 
to this extent, and to this extent only. 

“I would not be in favor, by @direct 
legislation, of authorizing the sale of 
liquor in any county or community where 
it is now prohibited by law.”

INSURANCE NOTES. 


The S. E. T. A. Annual Meeting. 

The annual meeting of the South East- 
ern Tariff Association which occurs at 
Old Point Comfort, Va., beginning May 
21, is nédw absorbing the interest of At- 
lanta’fire insurance men. 

In view of the recent increase of 25 per 
cent on mercantile risks ana special haz- 
cards and the many problems intident 
thereto which haye arisen since the raise 
was put into effect the meeting this year 
is considered one of great importance and 
in all probability will be one of the most 
largely attended in the history of the as- 
sociation. 

It is possible that conditions in Atlanta 
will come in for a share of attention, but 
since the Atlanta managers have declared 
their dntention to do all in their power to 
keep Atlanta matters in statu quo it is 
hardly possible that any change will be 
made which will affect Atlanta to any 
great extent. ex 

It seems to be the @eneral opinion that 
at this Meeting both President Stockdeil 
and Secretary Fleming will be reelected. 
President Stockdell has. served two years, 
which was the term served by the last 
three presidents, but it appears to be the 
universal wish of the managers to have 
him continue in charge of the associa- 
tion’s affaits. 

The presidents of the association since 
its organization in 1882 have been: Clar- 
ence Knowles, from 1882 to 1888; Living- 
ston Mims, from 1888 to 1894; Thomas 
Egleston, from 1894 to 1896; S. Y. Tupper, 
from 1596 to 1898; Edward S. Gay, from 
1898 to 1900, and H. C. Stockdell, from 1900 
to 1902.

Zhe Cereals Followed Corn in a Sharp 
Break — Provisions Higher.

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New York, May 2.—The cotton market open- 
ed barely steady with prices unchanged to 
6 points lower and continued to ease off after 
the call under heavy selling pressure from 
both sides. There were few supporting or- 
ders, the demand coming aimost entirely 
from shorts who wished to realize . profits. 
The English market news was a distinct dis- 
appdintment to friends of cotton here, while 
receipts at the ports were heavy and the 
visible. supply statement bid«fair to show 4 
decrease of less than the same week last 
year. Sentiment among room traders was 
strikingly bearish. There was a further 
break in Liverpool after the market here had 
opened and commission houses came into 
possession of large selling orders. The July 
option suffered the most in the decline and 
at one time worked off to 9.28. August sold 
as low as 9.11. Then came a slight rally on 
a light Houston estimate for tomorrow's re- 
ceipts and reports that rain was badly need- 
ed in western Texas. But liquidation once 
more set in and kept the market in a weak 
tate during the rest of the morning. Early 
m the afternoon there was a sharp rise to

General Passenger Agent Has Tendered 
His Resignation. . 


IS FECTIVE IMMDIATELY 


Resignation Willi Bring Great Sur- 
prise—Cause Is Unknown—Much 
Speculation as to Successor 
and Probable Effects 
of Change. 


Great surprise will be caused in Atlanta 
railway circles today by the announce- 
mem that General Passenger Agent R. E. 
L. Bunch, of the Seaboara Air Line, has 
tendered his resignation, effective at onde, 
and will immediately leave the Seaboard 
to accept other service in the east. 

Mr. Bunch is one of the best known 
passenger men in the country and under 
his charge the passenger department of 
the Seaboard has greatly improved in 
efficiency and popularity and become a 
source of greater revenues than it ever 
afforded under any of his predecessors. 

The reasons for his unexpected resigna- 
tion are not given in the dispatch from 
Norfolk but coming as it does so soon 
after the appointment of C. B. Walworth 
as assistant general passenger agent at 
Savannah, it appears to have come about 
as the result of friction between Mr. 
Bunch and W. H. Pleasants, who recently 
left the Ocean Steamship Company to be- 
come traffic manager of the Seaboard Air 
Line. Mr. Walworth is also an old Ocean 
Steamship Company man. At the time of 
the appointment of Mr. Pleasants there 


-Wwere many rumors as to other changes on 


the Seaboard, Mr. Bunch then stated to 
a representative of The Constitution, ‘I 
have not resigned, nor shal) I.’’ 

Nothing definite could be learned last 
night as to the future plans of Mr. Bunch 
or as to who his successor will be. The 
fact that he has resigned is told in the 
following dispatch from Norfolk: 

Norfolk, Va., May 2.—(Special.)—R. 
E. L. Bunch, general passenger agent 
of the Seaboard Air Line, has resigned. 
He will terminate his connection with 
the Seaboard immediately and go east 
to engage in other service. 

This announcement will be received 
with much regret by Mr. Bunch’s 
many friends throughout the southeast 
and by all patrons of the Seaboard Air 
Line who have had dealings with him 
Since he went with the line. 

Mr. Bunch was for many years in 
the service of the Southern. By his 

. merit and energy he won many suc- 
cessive promotions and was finally 
made general passenger agent of the 

Southern's St. Louis-Louteville lines, 

which position he gave up to become 

general passenger agent for the Sea- 
board Air Line. 

Just what effect, {f any, the resignation 
of Mr. Bunch wil have upon the pas- 
Senger organization of the Seaboard in 
this territory cannot with any certainty 
be predicted at the present time. If one 
of the minor officials is made general pas- 
Senger agent the organization will in all 
probability remain practically as it. 1s, 
but if a néw man is brought in it is quite 
likely that there will be many startling 
changes.
